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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25, 27-32 are allowed. 



The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

With respect to claim 25, though the prior art discloses: 

An outside rear view mirror assembly (1) for a motor vehicle, said outside rear 
view mirror assembly (1) comprising: a mirror housing (2) including a 
circumferential lateral wall (4) defining an opening (6), an insertion opening (7), 
and a back wall (5); a mirror mounting bracket (3) fixedly securable to the motor 
vehicle and insertable into said mirror housing (2) through said insertion opening 
(7), said mirror mounting bracket (3) including a catch recess (17'); and a snap-in 
tongue (15) defining a free end and extending out from said back wall (5) 

the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the aforementioned combination further 

comprising: 

within said mirror housing (2) for positive locking engagement with said catch 
recess (12') of said mirror mounting bracket (3) when said mirror mounting 
bracket (3) is inserted into said mirror housing (2) to lock said mirror mounting 
bracket (3) therein such that said minor housing (2) is fixedly secured to the motor 
vehicle. 



With respect to claims 27-32, these claims depend on claim 25 and are allowable at least 
for the reasons stated supra.
